In Dec. 2021, the Board of Supervisors expanded the real estate tax relief program for seniors (age 65+)
and people with disabilities, including the income and net worth limits. These higher income and net
worth limits went into effect Jan. 1, 2022.

Net combined financial worth definition 
changed to exclude up to 5 acres of land from 
the net worth calculation for homes that 
cannot be subdivided under approved zoning.
